The Circuit Court, composed of 


Judges Seney, Daj and 1'ric-e, a few 
days ago decided the new mechanics' 
liea law unconstitutional and void. 
The case was brought up in Putnam 
county. 


Tbe contractor had purchased ma- 


terial from a firm of material men 
which was used in tbe altering and 
repairing of a building, and not be- 
ing paid fcr by the contractor, the 
n.-n: took out a lien against the lot 
aod brought suit to sell the property 
in the manner provided by the law in 
question. 


The court holds the law invaliS, as 


violating two different provisions of 
ihe constitution, 
first: that one 


guaranteeing the right to acquire, 
possess acd enjoy property, and, sec- 
ondly, tbat provision guaranteeing 
equality in the benefits conferred by 
our laws, and then forbidding the 
jonferring of a privilege in the way 
of collecting debts to persons who 
furnish labor aod material for the 
erection of biddings, a privilege not 
given to any other class of citizens. 


The effect of this decision may an- 


nul many of the liens taken since 
the law was passed, for tb2 reason 
that the lime has elapsed within 
which a lien may be taken under the 
old law. 


The case in wbicb tbe decision is 


rendered was taken to tbe circuit- 
court by appeal from tbe common 
pleas of Putnam county. 


Briefly, it is tbat last April Wm C. 


Tingle entered into a contract with 
one Charles McComb, whereby Mc- 
Comb agreed to furnish tbe labor 
and material to alter and repair a 
bouse belonging to Tingle in Oolum- 
bus Grove. The contractor appears 
to have been paid, according to the 
terms of the contract. In executing 
t'ae same, however, McComb pur- 
chased somg goods from Palmer & 
Crawford, without notice to or knowl- 
edge on the part of Tingle, for which 
goods he failed to pay. Palmer £ 
Crawford took out a ben against the 
house and sougnt to foreclose upon it.
